A GRElr TIE-UP. 


AT SACRAMENTO, 


Rails 
Loosened 
and 
the Road 


Blocked With a Boxcar. 


.SACHAMRNTO, July 2.—There is prac- 


tically no change in the railroad situa- 
tion hero. Up to (i o'clock this evening 
no attempt has been made to move 
mail trains. Crowds of strikers arc in 
the vicinity of the depot, evidently for 
the purpose of thwarting any attempt 
to pet a train out. According to Assist- 
ant Division Superintendent Jones the 
reason that the mail train was not 
moved 
this morning, us 
was ex- 


pected, was on account of the actiun 
of 
tho 
strikers 
or 
their 
sympa- 


thizers in mispiking the rails near 
Washington, across the river. For a 
distance of nearly 100 feet the rails had 
been loosened and the switch blocked. 
A box car was also placed across the 
track, thus completely blockading the 
road. Chairman Knox of tho media- 
tion com'mittee^Btreiiuonsly denied that 
his men are'jpfclty nf those outrages. 
He claims that the damage WHS done by 
men who aru in sympathy with the 
strikers. The rumor that the governor 
has been asked to call out the militia 
to suppress any attempt at riot and in- 
surrection on the part ot tho strikers is 
declared to 1)0 false. So far as can bo 
learned the railroad has made no re- 
quest for troopa.

question of transportation before the 
peoplu In a light they will not soon for- 
got. That certain laboring men living 
in a little town in Illinois owned by the 
Pullman company should in attempting 
to adjust their differences' with their 
employes, and failing, precipitate a 
strike upon and a complete tie-up of 
lines of communication hundreds and 
thousands of miles away, to tho great 
damage of millions of people wholly dis- 
interested in the matter, except in a 
general way, IB an emphatic object ies- 
BOU of the present mismanaged railroad 
aystein of this country. 


In my way of thinking, while on ita

Viul so the tie-up is complete, and every- 
ipily Buffers that the Huntingtons may 
Hie up more millions and gratify their 
mlomitic ambitions. 


Aside from the terribly serious ques- 


-ioii of the impending danger lo many 
luUistries and the great danger to all 
branches of trade and commerce, di- 
'ectly affected by this strike and llieun- 
awful obstinacy of the railroad auto- 
crats, there lies at the bottom of this 
struggle, in my judgment, the long- 
looked for clash between labor and cap- 
ital. The capitalist in America lias 
come to look upon the laboring man as 
a mere machine which has no rights, 
mil it retiming to he seen whether labor 
will succeed in its valiant light for equal 
ustice to till. 


Another and a far reaching question, 


,hat of the government ownership of 
railroads, is just now uppermost in the 
inblic mind,imd thePopuliet plunk in tlio 
)maha platform on the transportation 
question is receiving tho approval of 
rhousaiulR who hitherto gave the matter 
but little thought: "That the railroads 
should he owned and operated by th e 
government." 


It is safe lu say that the fifteen roads 


low completely tied up are under the 
:iianagc[ncnt and control of less than 
ifteeu men; nnd theHpectacle of more 
htm 40,000,000 people directly affected 
ind greatly damaged—thousands being 
ilready ImiiknipU-d—by the autocratic 
iiltimutum hud down by this handful of 
millionaires that they will suffer no 
,rains w 1mtovilr to run unless upon 
their own terms ia the strongest proof 
that could iiMtwihly he adduced in mip- 
>ort of the Populist demand that the 
railroads shmild hdung to the whole 
leuplc.

The city clerk's report for the fiscal 


year showed balances in tho various 
muds corresponding to those of tbe city 
treasurer.

and 1 cow. The fees collected amounled 
to $27, of which the city's part was 
$1:1.75.

Trustee Spinney moved to transfer

The city attorney was instructed to 


prepare a resolution to restore tho sala- 
ries of the city employes, to be present- 
ed at the next mooting, The restoration 
is to take effect on July 1st. 


CliiefEnginccr II art reported on the

Trustee Spinney moved that tho re- 


port of the city engineer on tho comple- 
tion of tho sower system, which was 
tabled at the last meeting, be taken up 
at the next meeting. There being no 
further business tho board adjourned.
